An Ordinance for regulating Pensions, Gratuities and oilier 
Allowances to he granted in respect of Public Service 

in Palestine. 


WHEREAS it is expedient to make provision by law fur 
the ‘'ranting of pensions, gratuities or other allowances in respect 
of public service in Palestine,

The term “pensionable office” means an office which has 
been declared by the High Commissioner in Council, with the 
sanction of the Secretary of State, by a notification published 
in (he Government Gazette, to be pensionable; provided that 
any office declared to be pensionable under Ibis Section may 
bo declared at any time by the High Commissioner in Council, 
with the sanction of the Secretary of State, bv a notification

published in the Government Gazette, to he no longer pensionable, 
due regard being had to existing rights. 


The term ‘‘pensionable emoluments” (a) in respect of 

service in Palestine includes: —

(i) salary , 

(ii) expatriation allowance 

(iii) personal allowance;

or any other emoluments Avhatever; (b) in respect of other 
public service means emoluments which count for pension in 
accordance with the Law or Regulation in force in such servi

to such salary ‘•ranted to the holder for Hie time being of the 
office if he is not a native of or domiciled in Palestine, Trans¬ 
jordan, Cyprus, Egypt, Iraq, Syria, Turkey, the Hejaz, or any 
other pari of the peninsula of Arabia not hereinbefore mentioned.

3. (i) It" shall be lawful for the High Commissioner in 
Council, with the sanction of the Secretary of Slate, from time 
to lime to make and w hen made to vary and revoke regulations 
for the granting of pensions, gratuities and other allowances to 
officers who have been in the service of Palestine. 


Every such regulation when made shall he laid before 
the Advisory Council and shall be published in the (iovern¬ 
ment Gazette.

Provided that until varied or revoked by any such regul¬ 
ations the regulations contained in the Schedule to this Ordinance 
shall be in force. 
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(2) Tlie said regulations, and any regulations varying 
or revoking the same as aforesaid, shall have the same force 
and effect for all purposes as if they were contained in this 
Ordinance and the term “this Ordinance” shall in the following 
Sections he read and construed accordinglv. 


4. There shall he charged on and paid out of the 
nues of Palestine all such sums of money as may from time to 
time he granted by the High Commissioner in Council by way 
of pension, gratuity or other allowance in accordance with this 

Ordinance. 


5. (I) No officer shall have an absolute right to com¬ 

pensation for past services or to pension, gratuity, or other 
allowance; nor shall anything in this Ordinance contained limit 
the right of the Crown to dismiss any officer without 
compensation. 


(-) No officer shall he granted a pension, gratuity 
or other allowance without a certificate from the head of his 
Department, or 1 if he is himself the head of a Department, from 
the High Commissioner, to the effect that he has discharged 
the duties of his office with such diligence and fidelity as to 
justify the grant to him of such pension, gratuity or other 
allowance. 


(3) Where it is established to the satisfaction of the 
Nigh Commissioner in Council that an officer has been guilty 
of negligence, irregularity or misconduct, the pension, gratuity 
or other allowance may he reduced or altogether withheld. 

<). No pension, gratuity or other allowance shall he gran¬ 
ted to any officer in respect of any service 

(a) while on probation, unless without break of 
service he is confirmed in a pensionable office; 

(b) while under, the age of twenty years, or 

(c) in Palestine prior to the 1st of July 1P20. 

7. No pensions, gratuity or other allowance shall be 
granted to any officer except on his retirement from the public 
service in one of the following cases:- 


(a) on or after attaining the age of fifty-five years, 
or, in the case of transfer to other public service, on or after 
attaining the age at which an officer is permitted by the law

8. Where an officer is removed from his office on the 
ground of his inability to discharge efficiently the duties thereof, 
and a pension, gratuity or other allowance cannot otherwise he 
"ranted to him under the provisions of this Ordinance, the 
High ('.omtuissioner in Council, with the approval of the Sec¬ 
retary of State, may, if he consolers it justifiable having regard 
to all the circumstances of the case, grant such a pension, 
gratuity or other allowance as he thinks just ami proper, but 
in no case exceeding in amount that for which the officer would 
he eligible if he were suffering from some infirmity of mind or 
body likely to he permanent. 

«). It shall he lawful lor the High Commissioner in Council, 
with the approval of the Secretary of Slate, to require an 
officer to retire from the service of Palestine at any tifne after 
he attains the age of fifty-five years, and retirement shall he 
compulsory for every officer on attaining the age of sixty years, 
exept that' in special cases where the High Commissioner is 
satisfied that the retirement of an officer at. the age of sixty 
would he detrimental to the interests of the public service his 
employment mav he extended, with the approval of the Secretary 
of State, for a further period in no case exceeding live years.

( 2 ) Where the office.’ has been or is granted a pen- 
pensions in respect, of other public service, he may he 
the full pension for which he is eligible in respect of 
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his service in Palestine, hut no person may at any time draw 
from the funds of Palestine an amount of pension which, when 
added to the amount of any pension or pensions drawn in 
respect of other public service exceeds two-thirds of the highest 
pensionable emoluments drawn by such person at any time in the 
course of his services in Palestine or in other public service. 


Provided that where such a person receives in respect of 
some period of public service, both a gratuity and a pension, 
the amount of such pension shall be deemed, for the purpose of 
this sub-section, to be four-thirds of its actual amount. 


(li) In a case falling under the limitation laid down 
by sub-section (2), the amount of the pension to be drawn from 
the funds of Palestine shall be subject to the approval of the 
Secretary of State, in order that it mnv he determined with 
due regard to the amount of any pension or pensions similarly 
to be drawn in respect of other public service. 


(4) For the purpose of the preceding sub-sections 
an additional pension granted in respect of injury shall not he 
taken into account; hut where the officer is granted such an 
additional pension, the amount of such additional pension which 
he may draw shall not exceed one-sixth of his highest pensio¬ 
nable emoluments at any time in the course of his public ser¬ 
vice by more than the sum by which the amount of his pen-

(b) any annual amounts received on account of pen¬ 
sion in respect of other public service; and 

(c) where the officer receives, in respect of some 
period of public service, both a gratuity and a pension, an 
annual amount equal to one-third of such pension;

15. It any officer to whom a pension or other allowance 
has been granted under his Ordinance is adjudicated a bank¬ 
rupt or is declared ‘insolvent by judgment of the Court, then 
such pension or allowance shall forthwith cease. 
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Provided always that in any case where a pension or 
allowance ceases by reason of the bankruptcy or insolvency of 
* lie pensioner, it shall he lawful for (he Secretary of Stale from 
time to time during the remainder of such pensioner’s life, or 
during such shorter period or periods, either continuous or 
discontinuous, as he shall think lit, to cause all or any part of 
the monies to which such pensioner would have been entitled 
by way of pension or allowance, had he not become a bankrupt 
or insolvent, to be paid to, or applied for the maintenance and 
personal support or benefit of all or any, to the exclusion of 
I he other or others, of the following persons, namely, such 
pensioner and any wife, child or children of his, in such 
proportions and manner as the Secretary of State thinks proper: 
and such monies shall be paid or applied accordingly. 

If any officer to whom a pension or other allowance 
has been granted under this Ordinance is sentenced to a term 
of impr son men t by any competent Court whether within or 
withoul Palestine for any crime or offence then, in every such 
case, it shall he lawful for the Secretary of Stale to direct that 
such pension or allowance shall forthwith cease;

18. Where an officer holding a pensionable office dies 
while in the service of Palestine, and during the live years 
preceding his death has continuously held pensionable ollice 
whether in Palestine or elsewhere, it shall he lawful for the 
High Commissioner in Council to grant his legal personal 
representative a gratuity of an amount not exceeding one year's 
pensionable emoluments.

(a) in the actual discharge of his duty, and 

(b) without his own default, and 

(r) on account of circumstances specifically attribu¬

lawful for the High Commissioner in Council, with the approval 
of the Secretary of State, to grant in addition to the grant, if 
any, made to his legal personal representative in accordance

(2) When an oflicer who is not qualified for either 
pension or gratuity dies in the circumstances mentioned in the 
preeeeding subsection it shall be lawful for the High Commissio¬ 
ner in Council, with the approval of the Secretary of State, to 
rant the pension or gratuities which might have been granted 
if his case had fallen under the preceding subsection but no 
grant shall be made under 1 Section 18 of this Ordinance.

SCHEDULE. 


Regulations for the granting of Pensions, 
Gratuities and other Allowances. 





1. Subject to the provisions of the Pensions Ordinance 1925 
hereinafter called the Ordinance and of these Regulations, every 
oflicer holding-a-pensionable office in Palestine who has been 
in the service of Palestine for ten years or upwards may he 
granted a pension at the rale of one-sixtieth of his pensionable 
emoluments for each complete year of pensionable service, sub¬ 
ject to the limit prescribed in Section 10 of the Ordinance. 


Pensions to whom 
and at what rates 
to be granted. 


2. Every oflicer, otherwise qualified for a pension, who has 
nol completed the minimum period of service qualifying for a 
pension, may be granted on retirement a gratuity at the rate of 
half a month’s pensionable emoluments for each complete six 
months of pensionable service;

taken: 


(e) In other cases the average of the full pensionable 
emoluments payable in respect of each of the offices substantively 
held by the officer during his tenure thereof within such 
period of three years shall be taken; 


Provided that if such average is less than the full pensio¬ 
nable emoluments which were payable lo him at tlnj dale of 
the first transfer within such period of three years, the High 
Commissioner in Council may, with the approval of the Secre¬ 
tary of State, grant him a pension calculated upon the full 
pensionable emoluments payable to him at that date.

10. If an officer holding a pensionable office retire or be 
removed from the service in consequence of the abolition of 
bis office, or for the purpose of facilitating improvements in 
the organisation of the Department to which lie belongs, by 
which greater efficiency and economy can lie effected, he may 
be granted :

Provided that the additional pension shall in no case 
exceed ten-sixtieths: nor together with his ordinary pension
